Though  sadly  missed,  she  is  revered  by  all  who  knew  and  loved 
her.  Her  principles  and  teachings  will  be  extended  and  augmented  as 
her  students  apply  them  throughout  their  lives. 

An  encomium  cannot  express  the  deep  and  meaningful  value  that 
her  students  place  upon  the  privilege  of  having  known  her.  The  highest 
tribute  we  can  pay  to  the  memory  of  Miss  Lippard  is  humbly  to  say— 
she  was  more  than  a  teacher,  she  was  our  friend.
